bours, what with building pzincelp houſes, fo2 the monu⸗ 
ments of their magnificence, 02 els what wich bꝛaules and 
controuerſies in lawe about the pꝛeceſnon meare ot the 
next Lozdſhip they line to conſume their owne hoardinges 
and in the end dving miſerably leaue a foꝛloꝛne illue which 
retaining tbe blood of their parents ambitions, become ei⸗ 
ther amongſt their neighbours theeues, oꝛ amongſt ttran- 
gers tratto2s to their King and tountry.theſe are gallants 
that weare ſõmer garments on winters body, who hauing 
ten moe diſeales then canbe reckoned by a hozſelieche, 
thinke of their lines as of their ſinnes that they ſhall neuer 
be cald in queſtion. 

Next theſe hou placeſt the poide of the learned, whole | 
combates and coiifrouerſies tronbles all the "wozlde 
with their kranticke diſputation, . Why, where were the 
Diuells kingdome if they were bzonght either to a peace⸗ 


full vnitie, oʒ a chari table confo2mitie, tut there be new ſe- 


ditions inuenting to keepe them at an eternell enmitie, ſo 
that the weake being confounded and the ignoꝛant miſled 
there ſhalbe both a doubtſuines of the truth; and a defence 
of faiſe opinions ho abſurd x bilely ſocuer it be grounded: 
thep ſhall ſuggeſt ſcripturts toinaintainehereſies and cite 
the old fathers of the pꝛimitiue church to defend a new ft- 
nagogue ueuer beloꝛe this laſt age harde of 92 imagined; 
they Hall ſpurne at magiſtracie, and go about to confound. 
aluthoꝛitie, which being too ſtrong a bulwarke fo2 their vn 
dermining, they fyali whet their tarpeſt tooles to digge 


downe the nor tall ſeate ot ropall maieſtie: but when 


their. 
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their ſtrokes ſhall rebound backe into their owne boſomex 
they ſhall in the furye of their pꝛides line windie bladders 
ſwell till they burſt and become vnpzoſitable foz the mea⸗ 


neſt vſes. 
Another ſoꝛte ſhall denie the reading of holy wit, the 


foꝛme ol meditation, the vſe and number of ſacraments „the darin 


function of the eled the congregation of the beliening, and 
heape ſuch infinite authoꝛitie vppon a ſinful mans iuriſdic⸗ 
tion, that caſting faith into that ende of the wallet which 
euer hangs behinde them, they ſhall rob the great aimigh⸗ 
ty both of his true homage and alleagance and in the ende 
when their batterie ſhalbe able not to moue one fone in 
chꝛiſtianitie, they ſhall like true ſoudiours of hels king- 
dome, pꝛactiſe to make ſuch mines and vndermininges 
as map blowe vp all truch and religion with vnmercilul 
gunpowder, adding vnto Cattelins conſpiracye and all o⸗ 
ther treaſons how vilde ſdeuer great ſholwes of charitie in 
compariſon ot their inhumanttie. 

After theſe thall followe Herillus and his legions, who 


being ſelle conceited and ouer weening in their own lear Neuters 


nings, ſhallhould no heauen, noreligion,. noꝛ nofelicitic 
bu: the rarenes of their owne knowledges, affirming it to 
haue ſufficient authoꝛitie to make men Wiſe, happie, and 
vertuous, binding grace and truth within limites of their 
ſtudies, as if arte being the mother ot vertue, and ignoꝛac e 
the nurſe of viciouſnes, the one coulde not erre, noꝛ the o⸗ 
ther attaine any perfection: fo2getting this pꝛinciple that 
- Godoweth his extraoꝛdinarp aſſiſtance vnto faith and re⸗ 
ligion and not to our pam̃one, theſe are they which haue 
tuſfice in their moutbes not in their heartes, making reli⸗ 
gion but a ſhow to ſzow their other knowledges, lending 
nothing to deuotien, but the offices that flatter their paſſt- 
ons mating their zeale wozke wonders when it afiffeth 
their diſpoſitions, towardes hatred, crueltie ambition, coue 
touſnes, defamation and rebellion, but towardes pietp, be 
nignitie and temperante it goes lite the ſommer tropiaue

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retrograde and backward, ſo that religion which was made 
to roote ont vices ſhall bp theſe pꝛoſelites, be made to 
ſhꝛowde, foſter, and pꝛouokethem. 
Ir. Next theſe ſhal riſe vp publique Atheiſts who although 
- they ſhal haue mm euery alfliaio 4 danger, ſom fecling of the 
great deity pet ſhal the infinite pꝛide ol their pꝛophanes 
diſavow the acknowledgement, and loath to be repentant 
becauſe their faithes are planted but by the cowardlines 
of their heartes, and eſtabliſhed by the weakenes of their 
appꝛehenſlons, beleuing onelp that which they beleue , 
becauſe they want courage not to vubelecue:and faine vn⸗ 
to themſclues, that Hell and after toꝛmentes are oneip 
but ſhadowes, and fictions, fill ſummoned eyther by old 
age, ſickneſſe 02 authority, to giue an ende to their bꝛea⸗ 


vnto hell, with their onelp Companion Deſperation: 
Theſe Pierce are the Factozs that make rich Sathans 
Common: wealth, who neither by compulſion no2 reaſon 
— being bzought to acknowledge their Maker,onlyconfirne 
themſelues in Atheiſme, which is a Poſition as mõſtrous 
and vnnaturall, as it is hard and vneafic to be eſtabliſhed 
in the mind ol any reaſonable Creature. 
pride of Artifi: Next learning thou peticioneſt againſt the Pꝛide of Ar- 
cers and gen- ftificers, Where the needie Taploꝛ will imitate the neate 
ry. Nobflitie: Alas, a ſmall faulte, if there were none pꝛoud, 
| but Taplo2s,who being the impers of Peacockes plumes 
map beft bozrow ſome of their bꝛoken feathers: but doe 
but caſt thine eye aſide, in aller ages, and thou ſhalt ſee 
a Mater⸗bearer as bꝛaue as a Sea Captaine, and a 
Cobler as curious in his acoutermentes, as on Candle- 
mas day at night, an Innes of Court Keueller, why ler 
ſhall not be at counted woꝛthie of a trade, if hee will not 
aduenture moꝛe then halle his cleare pꝛofites, to adoꝛne 
his bodie bepond eyther his degree oꝛ vocation, and ſome 
like the Duke of Florence foole, weare all their wealth 
on their backes onelie, buf this excelle beeing Male Fo

euery nation is full of the woꝛldes faultes, no2 ſhall they 
beclenſedfil the al-confuuning fire ol heauen purge and re⸗ 
ſtoꝛe againe the vide Chaos. Theref6ze Pierce content 
thy lelfe with this, that the word cannot be amended, till 
it be quite ended, foz as peares grow,entls grow, 4 men 
ng eſterme that belt, which is of the lateſt la-

that Enuie being an Aſſiſtant with Auar ice ets all the 
woꝛld together, by the eares. Theſe iniſters ol the 
infernall Kingdome,abuſing Law with Law, aud muſ- 
tonſtruing the iudge ments of moſt learned Sages, with 
the baſe coꝛruptions of their muddie conſciences, theſe 
are they which haue double tongs, and t wa folde ſoluti⸗ 
ons, one foꝛ p2tuate diſcourſe, and an other fo2 publique 
pꝛofite, like the Athenian, who hauing giuen two contra⸗ 
ry reſolutions of one queſtion, and being taskt therefoze, 
replyed, He had giuen the firſt at the Table, where was 
no pꝛoſite.

men ſo runne madde with rage and diſcontentment, that 
euen diſpapze ſhall ſwelt b.mſeife with labour toinſfruct 


men how they ſhail be ridde of the wozld and her troubles: 


Theſe with their contefting behauicurs, and wꝛangling 
action, with their clamoꝛous voyces, and vnbluſhing 


- counfinances, - ſhall bzing ſuch aſcandal to that meſt

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lent coꝛrectoꝛ of vice, and fountaine of reaſon, that the 
verp name thereofſhall be as fearefull to Milemen, as 
the name ol Talbot to the French, oz a Bugge-beare to 
an inlant. No2 ſhall Enuie ſpende all his power vp 
pon theſe Subiectes, but like a ſhape⸗chaunging Proteus 
alter euerie hower with euerie ſeuerall faſhion, not ſo 
much but the Courtes of Pzinces ſhall bee infected with 
his poyſons: Nobllitie dzeaming of Maieſtie, and ſtates⸗ 
men how to get noble Tit les. Fooles enuping the pꝛe⸗ 
kermẽts ol the Miſe, and Miſemen offended with the fo 
much reſpect, that Fooles haue gotten: Flatterers ſhall 
euen gnaw their owne heartes, to ſe plaine dealing in 
authozitte, and plaine dealing ſhall wtſh himſelfe vnder 
ground, to (ce Flatterers become Pedants ta the choileff 
diſpoſitions, nap, J will tell thee Pierce, when the higheſk 
Daleſtie ſhatl adoꝛne thy Countrie with all theſe infinite 
and immoꝛtall bleſinges, which neuer befoze were ſerne, 
ſo generallie to flouriſh ouer any Nation, when hee ſhall 
ſend a power that ſhall cloſe vppe the Ianus of domeſticke 
garboiles, and vnreueale d diſcontentments, that to a ge⸗ 
nerall warre ſhall bꝛing an vniuerſall Peace, that to ver- 
tue ſhall being honour, to delert, rewarde, and to euerie 
ſeuerall eſtate, his ſeuerall aduancement, cuen in thoſe 
dapes hal Ennuie be waking, and murmuring againſt his 
pleaſureg, rapling at his Followers, and making ſcoffes ol 
thoſe, whome his hand hath grated, in the ende run head⸗ 
lõg into thoſe dãnable pꝛoiects of vimaturatl treaſons that e 
ue wickednes it ſelle ſhalbe aſhamed it was euer inuẽ tod. 
Enule hauing thus glutted himſelfe with ilneſle, and 
bꝛought his Agents to the ruine, fo2 which he pꝛeſerued 
them, he ſhall then fo2 his recreation take vppon him, 
the habite ofa woman, and as a Tenni court fitteſt fo2 
his pleaſures, bandie his balles vppe anddowne in wo- 
mens boſomes Mente ſhall it come, that age and defoꝛ⸗ 
mitie, enuptng pouth, and beautie ſhall fetch from Jtaly, 
F rance, and the low-C ountries., a ſecond nature, which

Stella. Mente ſhall come the alteration of Attpzes, the 
new-fanglenes offaſhions, and the maſk-like diſguiſes of 
intemperate ſpirites, this dapentiping comozrow, x the 
moꝛrow enuping the day that enſues it, and all but to this 
end, that making themſelues by their diſgrace, gracious 
in the eyes of their Fanourites, they may enuiouſiy con- 
found them, and themſelues together: noꝛ ſhall. this pop- 
ſon bee particularly bounded Within any reſtrayned ly⸗ 
mit, but chall in ſuch vniuerſall ſoꝛt be caſt oncr the whole 
wozld, that the Court, the C ittie, and the Countrie, ſhal 
goe together by the eares,, which ſhall bre renowned foz 
pꝛyme inuention. As ſoꝛ fozraine Enuie home: pꝛa di- 
fes ſhall witnes, Jmcane tbe Enuſe ok Rome onely, 
where Murther keeping an Apothecaries ſhoppe, ccm- 
poundes Medicines, to lmpoyſon all Chziſtians, Ch were 
it not fo2 the bloodpdoctrine of that Church, Bel had wan- 
ted a greate munber of her chiefeſt.

beholder then thole which are ſeene in Nilus, oz the Ba- 
boones in ſturbidge, foꝛ he ſhall haue the bead of an Aſſe, 
the body ofa I oade, the feete ofan Aſprea, and the minde 
of a Serpent, whichfo2me when he hath taken vppon him 


he ſhall wholy giue hiamſelfe ouer to detraction and falling

ty block in the wap af his malice, as wel becaule his guard 
is but nine woemen, whoſe armes are not vſed to weapons 
ns alfo foꝛ that ſome illiterat intruderes who neuer hauing 
beene arquainted with any high contemplation, ſhall ad⸗ 
miniſter tothe woꝛld matter ol much ſcoffe aud foolerp. 


To tonclude there is nothing hotu ingenious, how comp. 


hold fit ſoeuer to be ꝓꝛeſerued ſoꝛ atter ages, but this mon⸗ 
er ſhall detract, maligne, and ſlaunder, and thinkſt thou 
nuten it is fit to call ſuch agents out of the world, che mul- 
nhrattun ol whole led hal make hell an invincible mo- 
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narchy,no they are pzedeftinate to gouern til the laſt dap, 


at what time they (hall come laden home with rich ſpoiles 
and great tryumphes, in the meane ſpace, there ſhall go to 
conſoꝛt with thoſe furies the fury Gluttony, with whom 
albeit thou ſeemeſt to be mightelp offended, vet ſo it is thou 
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maieſt ſc an increaſe but no waneing ol his miſchtefes, of Glut, + 


fo2 euen as pꝛomotions riſe ſo ſhall this . miſchitefe grow 
bigger and bigger, he that with toile ſtudies in the vniuer 
ſitie ſhall with good cheare ſlerpe in a rich perſonage, and 
he that is painfull in inleriour places ſhall ofte pꝛoue idle 
in the hyer offices ſo that gluttonye being made a coherent 
with Avarice they ſhall ſuffocate the wozld with the 
ſmoake of ſurfeit and diſoꝛder. what talkſt thou of the Em⸗ 
perours of Rome oz of their vitious and exceſſiue diſoꝛders 
m their too curious diets, deſcend thine cies into lolver 

times ot thine owne rememberance and ſee il the triple 

cround monarke of that fatall C ittie, do not make them 

temper ate, and well dpetted pꝛinces in compariſon of 
his ſuperaboundant fare, and intollerable magnificence, 
placing Peeters chaire at the vpper end of feaſts, and pꝛea 
ching abſtinence with a full goꝛgde ſtomacke, whom one 
of his Diſciples imitating, vpõ a vigil eue at night hauing 
eaten foz his own ſhare a box ol Marmalad, a pound of E 
ringoes, beſides pꝛeſerued Cherries, Abricotts, dride 
Peares and Poumcitherous, fel into an infinit and vncha⸗ 
eit able rapling againſt the pꝛoteſtants whom he tearmed 
fleſh-eaters and vnhallowed, thanking. God that he had 
that night as well latiſſied him ſelfe with that flender re- 

paſt as with all the fleſh and groſſe meates in a Pꝛinces 


kitchin, this was a faſt fit fo2 ſuch a Saint, and thus doth 


gluttony riot euen with him that cals himſelſe Gods vicar 
from bis example came the abſtinence ol Cloyſters 


uubho ſaſt all Aduent, and eate nothing but chines ol pozke, 
tripes and puddinges, a tbinne dpet koꝛ a lazy deuotion, 


and from them J thinke the Citty tooke their obſcruatt-

ner to all rvot, all eſſeminacie, and all voluptuous and im- 
moderate eating, making all the ſeaſtes chat eyther were 
inftitated oz inuented by Solon, 02 Numa, not compara- 
ble in the meaneff degree with the weddinge of two beg- 
gers, oꝛ the ſupper ol one of the Bandetty vpon his punke 
o Curtyzan, It is purpoſleſſe for me to fell thee the exceſle 
that ſhall ariſe in merchaunts, in goucrnors,and in hyer 
pesple, when enen Theaters ſhall bee turned toi Pul⸗ 
pits, to inuap and giue example oftheir much riotouſnes, 
and the ſuper fluttte of their banquets, ſhall exceede the im 
moderate feaſt, wherein Alexander was popſaned at 
the Cittie of Babilon: there ſhall not be an Alphonſo 
heard of, that will line a whole day with one Apple,no2 a 
Diogenes that will ſuſtaine Rature with a Carret roote 
o2 a Parſenippe: There ſhalbe no moze Molynes, chat 
will erchaunge the State ol Pꝛinces, to become Capu- 
chine Fryers, Foz gluttonp ſhall alter all thoſe. Lectures 
and waite, Ne quid nimis on enery great Pans Ta⸗ 
ble: ſo that ſurfeſfes ſooner then ſwoꝛdes, (hall bꝛing 
foules in heapes into the infernall kingdome: noz ſhall 
Gluttony there reſt ſatisñed, but ſending his Mandmaide

foꝛmerly in thy Supplication, map nepther pet be vtter⸗ 
lp raʒde from the earth, noꝛ ſtolne from mans memoꝛie, 


leaſt the golden age turning backe contrarie to all nature, 


there nepther bee left Subteces fo2 idle pemies, talke 
fo fooles, noꝛ habitation foꝛ the vitious, to the great ſur⸗ 
charge of Hell, and impouerichment ol the earth, which 
thall holde no reaſonable creatures, if they bee not epther 
laintes in their conuerſation, the woꝛldes fooles, oꝛ childꝛẽ 
not aboue the age of ſeauen.
